Diet and Health 


Prompt Relief for Bleeding in Ulcer 


•r HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M. D. 
IT has b een estimated that b e­ 
tween 10 and 00 per cent of those 
persons who have ulcers of the 
stomach and first part of th* b owel 
have b leeding from theae ulcers. It 
is said that the numb er of b leeding 
ulcera ia increasing, due to the ab ­ 
normal physical and mental strain 
associated with th# war. Bleeding 
generally occurs b ecause a small 
artary at the b ase of the ulcer is 
eroded or b roken open. 
When Ulcer Bleeds 
Should en ulcer b egin to b leed, 
the patient should b e put to b ed 
rest et once. Visitors should b e 
kept away. Thesa two things will 
help to b ring on relaxation, which 
in turn helps to lessen the amount 
of acid in the stomach and da- 
crcase the movements of the stom­ 
ach, giving the ulcer a chance to 
heal. 
It ia alao important to quiet the 
patient, to lessen his fears, since 
anxiety and fear also increasa the 
secretions and activity of tha stom­ 
ach. The patient ahould realise 
that b leeding ia a fraquent compli­ 
cation in ulcers and that It re­ 
spond! well to the proper treat­ 
m ent 
If the patient ia restless, the 
physician may give him such a 
drug aa morphine in certain in­ 
stances. Other physicians uae auch 
drugs as phenob arhital. 
Another step in the treatment is 
to give plenty of fluids. The fluids 


may be given by mo uth, o r by In­ 
jectio n under th# akin when thera 
it vo miting. 
If these two metho ds do no t five 
the patient sufficient fluids, th* 
fluids may be injected direetly into 
a vein. 
If tha patient's pulse rate gets 
too fast o r hia blo o d praaaur* be­ 
gins to fall because o f the bleedings 
the injectio n o f blo o d into a vein 
may be life-saving. 
Laxative drugs sho uld no t ba 
emplo yed. Abo ut th* fifth day o f 
treatment, injectio n into th# lo war 
bo wel, that is an enema, may ba 
emplo yed to pro due# a bo wel mo ve­ 
ment, if it is necessary. 


Further Btepa 


Further steps in the treatment 
co nsist in giving alkalis* such as 
baking so da and magnesium aub- 
carbo nate. Iro n-co ntaining drug« 
may alao be emplo yed. 
No t so many years ago , when 
a patient had a bleeding ulcer ha 
was starved fo r a perio d o f time. 
At present he is at o nce given a diet 
mad* up o f milk, cream, buttar, 
•Sg*> strained cereals and o ther 
so ft fo o ds. Feedings are given at 
two -ho ur interval* between 8 :00 
a. m. and 8 :00 p. m. 
In a vary few instances o f bleed­ 
ing ulcer, o peratio n may be re- 
S 
tired, depending o n the extent o f 
e bleeding. With mo dern treats 
ment, pro mpt relief usually is o b­ 
tained.
